CHAPTER II 


Washington—"So this is the sen- 


ate!" 


That, the Senator who is giving me 


his acutal impression of the senate 
said, was almost his first word on the 
day he became a member of the body 
at. the northern end of the Capitol. 


"I said it in that facetious vein in 


which one says 'So this is Pans!' or 
•So this is golf!' Today I say it again. 
'So this is the senate ' But observe, 
I am not facetious now. 


"What is the senate? A good many 


people in this' country are .asking 
nowadays, 'Why is the senate'1 
I 


have been a member of it for more 
years than I am going to enumerate 
here, and I confess I am stumped to 
give a sensible answer to either ques- 
tion. 


"Oh, 
yes, I know its constitutional 


function and 
place in our govern- 


mental scheme. 
I know- it arouses 


much 
righteous 
indignation 
-when 


anybody casts aspersions on 'the an- 
cient and honorable 
body. 
Asper- 


sions, criticism, ridicule 
hurt wh.en 


they,,are true. That is why senators 
fret hopping mad when anybody asks. 
'Why is the senate?' and somebody 
else says. 'I'll bite; what is it7'- 


"The other day I read in a popular 


magazine a reference to Congress as 
'that grolesque thing.' I nearly*wrote 
that author a- letter complimenting 
him on his preqise definition. ; Con- 
gress is grotesque. In the abstract, 
it is a. great institution, a wonderful 
forum, a bulwark of liberty. 
But 


practically, it works with less effec 
tiveness than the ordinary 
borough 


council. Again I as-k, 'Wfhy?' 


"And 
again, I am compelled 
to 


answer that I do not know. I can tell 
you my own experience, and perhap_s 
that gives as good an index to the 
trouble with Congress 'as'anything. 


"For some'years past,'I have had 


no purpose in life definite enough to 
he worthy the name. 
I have been 


plugging along in a rut. 
I never 


realized it until recently . I haven's 
even had in mind definitely, at leait. 
1he purpose of being re-elected. 
I 


find now, as I look back that this is 
true. 
I have gone out and gottpn 


myself re-elected, of course, but with- 
out much knowing why. I have made 
speeches to my people, 
in which I 


have promised this and that in what 
a friend of mine used to call 'general 
g-lowingalities.' 
But for the life of 


me, I cannot tell you why I am in the 
senate today. 


"I havo found that senators—nil 


legislators, for that matter—naurally 
fall into two groups when they get to 
"Washington. In one group are the 
men who keep their local sense, and 
their close 
connection with 
their 


home people; who devote them-s^lves 
to lool'ing j.lter individual wants, in 
the other group are those who re- 
gard themselves as servants of the 
nation as a whole, and who, as soon 
as they conveniently can, forget all 
about 
the 
petty demands of the 


Bpparate voters back home, and as- 
pire to greatness as national figures. 


"Now, after a time, you discover—- 


at least I have discovered — a third 
group. I belong to it. It is the group 
that sticks neither to tho one nnr the 
other of the 
main 
ideas 
outlined 


above—the group of 'indefinites' I call 
them. 
And my life in the senate 


convmfps mo that it is tho largest 
group of all. 


"Tho 'indefinites' 
have 
only one 


idoa, if any. That is to get reelcctod. 
Oh, they are honorable 
men, and 


some of them are able men. 
But 


they get lazy. The enervating cli- 
mate of Washington, 
perhaps—and 


it's 'social climate,' is quite tnorva- 
tmg. In my own case it has been 
mostly a gentle growing old, I think. 


"Which brings mo to the point. It 


Ir, not so much my fault that I am 
not a great man as it is tho fault of 
the folks hack homo. They ought to 
] ave kicked mo out long ago. 
That 


would have made me fight, or if I had 
Yuen too poor stuff to fight, I would 
have settled back wherr- I belonged, 
and would have grown old at my own 
expense somewhere 
bark homo, in- 


stead of at the nation's expense hero 
in Washington. 


"There is a tip for the voter. He 


ought to clean out a lot of tho con- 
lonted mdefinities. 
Then ho would 


have a bettor senate."

Dey is estimated to have written'1,076 
stories about Nick Carter.

Persistence of- Grant Need-. 


ed in World Today

Point Pleasant, Ohio — TKe nations 


of the world; in -their efforts to re- 
cover from the disastrous effects of 
the world war, need more'of the spirit 
of magnanimity with -which General 
Ulysses S. Grant welcomed-.victory', at 
the close of the civil war, President 
Harding said here Thursday at cere- 
monies commemorating tho hundredth 
anniversary of the birth of "the hero 
of the '60's." 


The president spoke from a platform 


in front of tho little village store to a 
large throng that had come to this 
hamlet — Grant's birthplace—to pay 
homage to the great general's memory. 


But it seemed that running through 


his 
address 
was an 
outstanding 


thought which he was addressing to 
the nations of Europe, devastated by 
the war and among which hatreds and 
prejudices still exist. 
That thought was that the resent- 


ments of war must not be perpetuated 
if peace is to prevail. 
"I wonder some times," 
said the 


president, "if the magnanimity of the 
dogged, persistent, unalterable Grant 
in warfare — the unconditional sur- 
render Grant — would not be helpful 
in the world today." 
Praising Grant's "cherisshment of 


peace, 
intensified 
by his/ intimate 


knowledge of the horrors of war," Har- 
ding said he felt certain the general 
would approve America's recent action 
in joining with other nations to limit 
armament and to promote understand- 
ings which make war less likely." 


Harding 
declared 
that 
though 


Grant "proclaimed 
the doctrine of 


morn1! disarmament at Appomattox, he 
believed 
in a nation equipped for 


righteous defense." 


"But no aggression was in his 


breast," he added.

all—his fame is secure. 


One must revere his military genius 


even though its development was one 
of those miracles of grim war itself. 
No one would have picked him 
in 


youth or early manhood, 
or 
in his 


early career as a regular officer, for 
the great commander. Responsibility 
and necessity set ablaze the 
latent 


genius. 
Donelson was a flash of dar- 


ing, Vicksburp; hh; trophy of courage 
and unalterable determination, Peters- 
burg the revelation of his genius But 
at Appomatox he was Grant The Mag- 


nanimous, who spoke for reunion' as 
he fought for union, and turned from 
grim warriar to the ambassador 
of 


peace. 
He could neither hate 
nor 


humiliate, and in the very glow of 
surpassing triumph he could not be 
ungracious on inconsiderate. 


UNION TIES RIVETED 


He saw union follow disunion, but it 


was not his to live to see complete 
concord where discord had flourished. 
I wish he somehow might know that 
in the more than a third of a century 
since his one and only surrender) the 
indissoluble ties of union have been 
more firmly riveted, and in the shared 
burdens and triumphs of 
American 


progress we have indeed 
continued 


at peace at home. 
Geographical sec- 


tionalism is only a memory now and 
the Mason and Dixon lino remains 
only a historical record, where an am 
biguity in the federal constitution was 
wiped out and the nation resumed the 
onward march on its destined -way. 


Seemingly, it was a long time in 


which to reestablish a 
concord 
so 


manifestly essential to the 
nation's 


greatest achievements, but the under- 
standing of the magificent Lee was 
not universal throughout the south, 
the nnagammity of Grant was not 
manifest 
throughout 
the « north.

the American Legion and the senate 
finance committee are proceeding .sat- 
isfactorily but the 
reports 
of 
an 


abandonment of the house bonus bill 
are untrue 
The suggestion of _ Sena- 


tor Smoot that a paid up insurance 
policy be gh en as a substitute for ad- 
justed compensation certificates has 
been declined by the Legion. 


"We have neither abandoned 
the 


house bill nor agreed upon any substi- 
tute" said Senator McCumber, chair- 
man of the senate- finance committee, 
to this correspondent today. 
• "Inquiry at American Legion head- 
quarters disclosed the fact that .with 
the exception "of a few minor details 
there is \ irtually no change in" the 
position of that organization'which is 
insisting that the house bill be adop- 
ted. 
' 
i 
. 
,NEW PROPOSAL 


The fundamentalb in the new pro- 


posal made by the senate 
finance 


committee, in its normal, talks w ith 
the American legion are substantially 
these: 
First, the house bill provided that 


payments in cash be made in 
Octo- 


ber, Ifl22,'-and the senate -wants - to 
make it three months later—January, 
1923. 
To this there is no objection on 


the part of the legion. 


Second, there has been a suggested 


limit heretofore on 
the 
time 
the 


soldier could make his application for 
any of the' five ways o'f receiving a 
bonus and the senate committee pro- 
poses the elimination of the tune limit 
which of course satisfies the Legion. 


Third, the house bill provided that 


if the number of days a rnnn served 
entitles him at the rate of $1 or $1.25 
(depending upon o\ crseas duty) to a 
total of $50, he shall 
receive 
cash. 


The senate suggested that the total 
cash be raised to $100. 
To 
this 


raise the legion docs not agree be- 
cause the outlay under the house bill 
would be about $16.000,000 while 
it 


might 
cost 
$100,000,000 
under 


thp Senate plan 
T,he legion is anx- 


ious that the immediate cash outlpy> 
shall not prove an embarrassment'to 
the government and believes the house 
bill is the better. 


Fourth, the senate committee pro 


poses also that even if the total duo 
an cx-.servicc man amounts to $100 or 
less, he shall be pmileged to choose 
the adjusted certificate plan. 
This of 


course docs not displease the Ameri- 
can Legion. 


PAYMENT ON HOME 


Fifth, aid in the purchase 
of 
a 


home or a farm as covered in 
the 


house bill would enable a mnn with 
$300 due him to get that sum advanced 
toward a 
mortgage 
The 
senate 


committee suggests that $400 be the 
limit and that the payments be made 
in installments of $200 a year begin- 
ning January, 1!)23. 
The 
American 


Legion feels the total amout should 
be advanced at once so that it can be 
more useful as many hornet, ran be 
bought by the payment of $300 down. 


Sixth, the senate committee 
has 


proposed that as an incentive toward 
the taking of the certificate plan, 25 
per cent to be added to the 
total 


amount on the face of the certificate 
this being the equivalent of 4Vi 
per 


cent interest compounded in twenty 
years. 
But the American 
Tx'gion 


counters with the suggestion that it 
be made 40 per cent arguing that this 
was the original percenage in the bill 
which was twice reported favorably 
by the senate finance committee and 
which passed the house a year ago. 


Seventh, under the house bill 
the 


loans upon certificates, would be made 
at the banks, the Senate committee 
would permit a service man to bor- 
row from the government 25 per cent 
the first year, 30 per cent the second 
year and 33 per cent during the third 
year, increasing five per cent each 
year until it matures. 
The borrow- 


ers would of course pay 4% per cent 
interest. Tho American Legion hasn't 
taken sides in this phase of the matter 
but it is apparent that government f.- 
nancing would mean an 
administra- 


tive expense while borrowing 
from 


tho hanks wouldn't add to the govern- 
ment's cost so naturally the Legion 
would probably prefer the borrowing 
to be done through the banks as pro- 
posed in the house measure.

^"ashiugtoii dispatches say that within 


the next ten days extensive reductions in 
railroad rates will be announced by the In- 
terstate Commerce commission. It is said 
that the commission has become convinced 
from hearings and recent increases in 
earnings that a substantial cut in rates will 
stimulate volume to such an extent as to 
practically make up the reduction. 


It has long been apparent that exces- 


sive freight rates were one of the chief ob- 
.stacles to business recovery. 
President 


Harding has taken this view and has urged 
the commission to expedite a decision. lie 
feels that a rate reduction is imperative 
before commercial and industrial life can 
again function normally. 


In its report recommending decreases 


in freight charges on farm products the 
joint congressional commission on agri- 
cultural inquiry states what every one 
knows, to be a fact, that many commodity 
rates are out of proportion to the value of 
the goods. 
In many instances, it says, 


freight charges are equal to 3U. 40 or 
even 75 per cent of the market price of 
the commodity. 


It is perfectly clear that there is a 


point at which high transportation charg- 
es tend to curtail commerce and biiMn-'h*. 
and that that point was long ago pa^oed. 
One of the conspicuous illustrations ot' this 
principle, in the passenger field, is that 
of the New Haven road. 
It probably 


handles more passenger traffic per mil'1 


than any other railroad in the country. 
its passenger business being almost equal 
to its freight business, yet its reports show 
that under existing high rates its revenues 
from passenger service are less than they 
were before the war. This is because of 
the heavy decrease in volume brought 
about by the high rate. 


The underlying principles of the rail- 


' road business are no different than of any 


other business. 
Those industries which 


are able to develop enormous volume are 
the greatest economic value to the coun- 
try because that volume makes it possible 
to cheapen the commodity to the consum- 
er. 
Volume is the life of a railroad, pro- 


vided it is to render the maximum service 
at the lowest price, and that is what it 
should do. 
The surest way for the rail- 


roads to get back to a sound earning 
basis is to increase the volume of their 
traffic. 
The only way the maximum traf- 


fic can be obtained is by lowering the 
rate. 
The opposition which comes from 


the railroads to reducing rates is an alto- 
gether 
short-sighted 
policy, 
reacting 


against 
commerce and industry 
and 


against the railroads themselves. It is to 
be hoped the Interstate Commerce com- 
mission's reduction of rates will be gener- 
al and adequate.

THE FOLLY OF CATCHING TYPHOID 


As most intelligent people know, typhoid fever, 


which was such a terrible^ scourge 
umor.g 
our 


troops at the time of the Spanish-American dis- 
grace, was practically unknown in the medical his- 
tory of the world war, thanks to the compulsory 
immunization of every man with bacterin commonly 
called "typhoid vaccine." 


Just how long the immunizing effect of this bac- 


terin lasts is still uncertain, but wo know from vaii- 
ous observations that the protective effect lasts at 
least three years. 


There could scarcely be a more convincing demon- 


stration of the great remedial value of vaccines and 
serums than tho complete statistics thus presented 
by the United States government authorities: 


Deaths from typhoid fever in the world war, 213. 
Deaths that would have occurred had the civil 


war rate obtained, 51,133. 


Deaths that would have occurred had the Spanish 


war rate obtained. 68,164. 


Tho immunization conferred by the hypodermic 


injection of typhoid bacterin (measured numbers of 
the typhoid bacilli killed by heat) is only relative, 
not absolute. 
Of 4.000,000 troops immunized, 213 


succumbed to typhoid fever nevertheless, and there 
."ere only 2,328 cases of typhoid fever treated in 
the army during the entire war. 
The immuniza- 


tion is only relative, but so is 
the 
immunization 


against smallpox conferred by vaccination and the 
immunization against diphtheria conferred by toxin- 
antitoxm and the immunization against thie\es con- 
ferred by pocket or household artillery. 


Protection against typhoid, fever is worth having 


n civil life, particularly by these classes: 


1. Nurses and pupil nurses and nurses' aids. 
2. Commercial travellers who visit small towns or 


rural districts. 


3. Families planning to go to the country on va- 


cation. 


4. Everybody in a commumt" where typhoid fev- 


er is epidemic. 


5. All persons who have been or are likely to be 


n close association or contact with one il1 of typhoid 
fever. 


6. All persons who drink water from shallow wells 


within shout of human habitation, or from any 
water supplj system that is not vouched for by the 
ocal health department. 


The prophylactic is usually administered in three 


small doses, ordinary hypodermic injections, about 


week apart. 
Only exceptionally is there a day of

FRENH PIN-TRICKS IRRITATE 


GERMANY 


By Geori?e Bernhard 


(Editor Vossische Zeitung, Pro-French 


Berlin Daily.) 


Berlm—Maginot, the French 
war 


minister, in a recent speech, describ< 
cd once again in the most pessimis 
tic terms, the military danger which 
Germany is still supposed to consti 
tute for France. Such speeches have 
always great effect when delivered by 
war ministers, even in most peaceful 
times. 
This one made a great im- 


pression in France. All visitors who 
returned, from France, and especially 
those who reveal ihe growing desire 
for understanding manifested in cer- 
tain circles, agree that France is pos- 
sessed with the mad fear of Germany's 
revenge. 
This fear even among the 


most level-headed is increased by the 
observation of those Frenchmen who 
read tho German papers or who have 
spent some time in Germany. They 
consider their opinions justified by the 
newspapers and the behavior of the 
population. 


It is no use contradicting the exact- 


itude of some of these observations. 
The feelings which a great part of 
the German population have today 
for France are exactly the opposite 
to what they had during the war and 
even for some time after. 
At 
that 


time warm sympathy was shown ev- 
erywhere for the nation whose terri- 
tory had been so terribly devastated 
during tho world war. 
Scarcely a 


person was to be found to protest 
against the necessity of 
rebuilding 


northern France with the collabora- 
tion of German labor and money. But 
little by little France has come to ap- 
pear to the German 
people like a 


heartless creditor, who, though par- 
ticularly sensitive about her own' na- 
tional honor, takes every opportunity 
of slamming Germany's feelings. 


For some time it was thought that 


this harshness was due purely to the 
militarist mentality of the 
French 


enerals. But unfortunately French 


policy has given no proof of the con- 
trary. 
The initiated m 
Germany, 


know, however, that there have been 
many attempts to make reasonable 
propositions, especially in the econo- 
mic sphere. It must be admitted al- 
so that Germany has mado 
great 


mistakes in dealing with these propo- 
sitions. 
Before the 
Wirth 
cabinet 


came into power, many incidents hap 
pened which gave the impresion that 
Germany did not realize the necessity 
of a reasonable policy. 
But on the 


other hand, certain actions of official 
French policy have only stirred up 
passion in Germany and 
have 
in 


creased tho struggle between reason 
nnd sentiment. 
The -speeches 
of 


French statesmen, whose tone was 
lictatcd by the necessities of the home 
policy, naturally caused 
misunder- 


standings in Germany. And unfortu- 
nately the diplomatic representatives 
of Franco in Berlin have increased 
rather than attentuatod these misun 
derslandings by their attitude. 'Un- 
der these conditions it is not surpris- 
ing that the adherents of a political 
agreement- with France have found 
themselves always in a more difficult 
situation and that agitators in the 
press and in Parliament have wit- 
nessed tho crowd of their partisans 
growing daily. 


Such men as Maginot have always 


boon tho enemies of all finance min- 
isters. But as things are at present, 
they are the greatest obstacles to the 
return of peace in Europe. 
They 


want people to continue to fight each 
other instead of working together.

VIENNA 


Manchester, England — According 


to tho Guardian great concern is felt 
in Vienna at the straits to which the 
world-famous Natural 
History 
Mu- 


seum has been reduced owing to the 
severe cold and the lack of funds to 
provide the necessary heating facili- 
ties. 
It Is impossible to supply even 


the most pnmitiVo measures for tho 
preservation of tho exhibits. 
Owing 


to the acute frost and 
tho 
lack of 


coal tho rooms of the Museum have 
at last had to be closed, as officials 
and inspectors as well as some foreign 
research students who worked in tne 
unbonled rooms caught severe chills. 


A large portion of tho treasures has 


been tinned, through the 
effect of 


the cold. 
In the fish section, for PX- 


•implc, the frost caused many of tho 
glass bowls to burst, tho alcohol es- 
caped, and tho scientifically prepared 
fish dried up, and decayed, because 
there was no money forthcoming to 
provide new glass and fresh alcohol. 
Tho havoc amongst the meteorites, 
the pride of the Museum, is practical- 
ly irreparable. Many of them, includ- 
ing some unique specimens of inesti- 
mable value, have become entirely 
covered with rust, the damp air in 
the unbcaled rooms having corroded 
the meteoric iron. Priceless 
gems, 


which represent a political as well as 
scientific value, remain unpacked in 
their cases. Moths have destroyed the 
furs and skins of stuffed animals. The 
usual means of, preservation have be- 
come impossible owing to tho extor- 
tionate price of what is required. 


Excursions which arc indispensable 


for discovering 
unknown 
animals, 


plants, and stones have, so far as for- 
eign countries are concerned, become 
quite out of the question, and even 
those which are confined to the home 
country can only bo organized \vith 
tho greatest difficulty. 
Photography, 


Which plays such an important role, 
in scientific matters, has developed in- 
to an unattainable luxury, owing to 
the excessively high price of the plates 
and negatives. Even internal scien- 
tific research work is impossible, as 
books cannot be bought. 
Students 


and professors who were always eag- 
er to acquaint themselves with all 
the newest publications of specialized 
literature are unable to afford the lat- 
est illustrated works on botany. Cor- 
respondence with foreign Institutes 
is also practically at a standstill owing 
to the high cost of postage.

I do not mean to say that every- 


where in our land we are all in com- 
plete accord about fundamentals 
of 


government or the basic principles 
upon which society is founded. 
But 


the sectionalism of Grants and Lee's

graphical divisions which 
hindered 


the formation of the union and later 
threatened its disruption have given 
way to the far less menacing divisions 
which have challenged all civilisation, 
and which make the ferment out of 
which all progress comes. 
We are 


today incontestably one people, w.th 
a common purpose, universal 
nationwide confidence aid onu 
The contentions which beset us arc 
not ours alone, they are the irritants 
to civilization throughout the world. 
They are not to be ignored, but they 
have never halted the human proce.v 
sion, and will not hinder the progress 
of this firmly founded republic. 


NEED HIS PERSISTENCE 


I wonder some tirne^ if the magnan- 


imity of Grant, the dogged, persistent, 
unalterable Grant in warfart—the un- 
conditional surrender 
Grant—would 


not be helpful in the world today. The 
great world1 struggle, which 
might 


reasonably designate the civil war of 
western civilization, and in which we 
so creditably and helpfully participa- 
ted, left peoples and nations prostrate, 
hardly knowing which way to turn for 
restoration. 
I cannot help but • be- 


lieve that something of his eagerness 
to return to peaceful way, would have 
speeded the restoration'and hastened 
the return to prosperity, and happi- 
ness, without which there could be 
no abiding- peace. 
He perpetuated no 


resentments of war. 
Perhaps he felt 


his own wounds which came of cal- 
umny, recalled how he was humiliated ; 
through misunderstanding, and men- 
aced by jealousy and hampered 
by 


politics. 
But he clung to his vision 


of union restored and believed the 
shortest route to peace to 
be 
the 


surest way of lasting triumph. 


It is conceivabl" that men are preju 


diced' in their attitude toward 
great 


problems by their own experiences- 
more than by their disappointments or 
their successes. 
Grant's own exper- 


ience in life might have led a less de- 
liberate character to welcome an up- 
heaval or disunion f>r any reversal to 


• the js-ovcrnment. But this silent man 
did not appraise his countrv by the 
scale of his own misfortunes. 


He had seen much of the republic. 


In boyhood he drove often to Cincin- 
nati and saw the developing 
city, 


much as he saw St. Louis later on. in 
his early married life. Between these 
two periods~~ijf observation he had 
graduated from West Point, ho had 
served creditably in the Mexican war, 
and was stationed as a military officer 
on the Pacific coast. 


DREAMS MADE TRUE 


He saw the westward course of the 


star of empire. 
He saw two typical 


American cities grow under the im- 
pulse of immigration and an expand- 
ing republic. 
He 
saw 
foreigners 


come to breath deeply in the atmos- 
phere of Amcrcian freedom and stand 
erect amid the inspirations of Ameri- 
can citizenship. 
He saw the school- 


ing children, rollicking in the laugh- 
ter of youth and freedom and equal- 
ity, garbed in essentially the 
same 


ramment, no matter whence they came 
and walking in the light of the same 
opportunity. 
He saw the dreams of 


the founding fathers more than made 
true. 
He cherished the inheritance 


which come of their heroism and he 
chose to hand that inheritance to his 
children and his children's children. 


We know he wished the republic to 


go on. 
His 20 years of public and 


private life, following the war, give 
proof enough. Though he proclaimed 
the doctrine of moral disarmament at 
Appomattox, he believed in a nation 
equipped for righteous defense. 
But 


no aggression was in this breast. 


We know his cherishment of peace, 


intensified by his intimate knowledge 
of the horrors of war. 
I can well be- 


lieve he would have approved all that 
Vie republic has so recently done in 
joining other nations in lifting the 
burdens of armament and promoting 
uderstandings which make war less 
likely. I know he would have approv- 
ed, because \vc surrendered no inde- 


pendence, we gave up none of the 
nationality for which "he fought, but 
we have furthered the assurances of 
peace, which was the supreme yearn- 
ing of his great, brave heart. 


AVENUES OF LIBERTY 


What of the republic itself? 
It will 


not be unseemly to say that American 
example and American conception of 
justice and liberty since then 
have 


influenced the world little less signifi- 
cantly than Grant's service to the un- 
ion shaped the course of our own land. 


A score of new republics have un- 


furled their flags and democracy has 
opened new avenues of liberty and 
made justice more secure. 
Civiliza- 


tion now has made such advances that 
there has seemed a divinity pointing 
the way. In our own land the cue 
miej) within have been more threaten- 
ing than those without. 
Green and 


anarchy have menaced. 
But a calm 


survey gives every reassurance. 
A 


century and a half 
of 
gratifying 


American achievment dates from tho 
sacrifiecs of the founding fathers and 
their firm structure was preserved by 
the patriots whom Grant commanded 
and will be held secure by the patri- 
otic citizenship of the republic today 
and the grateful Americans of 
the 


morrow.
